time to time select in any department of ophthalmic 
medicine or surgery. The Council is prepared to consider 
an award of the prize in the year 1932 to the author of 
the best essay on the following subject: ‘‘ Sympathetic 
ophthalmia before and after 1914.’’ Essays submitted 
in competition must reach the Medical Secretary, B.M.A. 
House, Tavistock Square, W.C.1, not later than December 
3ist, 1931. Each essay must be signed with a motto 
and accompanied by a sealed envelope, marked on the 
outside with the motto, and containing the name and 
address of the author. In the event of no essay being of 
sufficient merit, the prize will not be awarded in 1932. 


SIR CHARLES HASTINGS CLINICAL PRIZE 
The Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize, which consists 
of an illuminated certificate and a money award of fifty 
guineas, is again open for competition in respect of 1932. 
The following are the regulations governing the award: 


1. The prize is established by the Council of the British 
Medical Association for the promotion of systematic observa- 
tion, research, and record in general practice ; it includes 
a money award of the value of fifty guineas. 

2. Any member of the Association who is engaged in general 
practice is eligible to compete for the prize. 

3. The. work submitted must include personal observations 
and experiences collected by the candidate in general practice, 
and a high order of excellence will be required. If no essay 
entered is of sufficient merit no award will be made. 

4. Essays, or whatever form the candidate desires his work 
to take, must be sent to the British Medical Association House, 
Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1, not later than December 
31st, 1931, and the prize will be awarded at) the Annual 
General Meeting of the Association to be held in London in 
July, 1932. 

5. No study or essay that has been published in the medical 
press or elsewhere will be considered eligible for the prize, and 
a contribution offered in one year cannot be accepted in any 
subsequent year unless it includes evidence of further work. 

6. lf any question arises in reference to the eligibility of 
the candidate, or the admissibility of his or her essay, the 
decision of the Council on any such point shall be final: 

7. Each essay must be typewritten or printed, must be 
distinguished by a motto, and must be accompanied by a 
sealed envelope marked with the same motto, and enclosing 
the candidate’s name and address. 

8. The writer of the essay to whom the prize is awarded 
may, on the initiative of the Science Committee, be requested 
to prepare a paper on the subject for publication in the 
British Medical Journal or for presentation to the appropriate 
Section of the Annual Meeting of the Association.

Sloughing 
occurred if carbolic acid stronger than 20 per cent. was 
For internal piles the patient should be placed in the ka® 
chest position. He injected 3 c.cm. of the almond oil solute 
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the piles in two quadrants ; three treatments were 
nit necessary at intervals of seven days. Phenol in 
wool and water was injected into piles to induce throm- 
givcen 10 minims were injected slowly, and not more than 
‘jes were treated at one time. If piles prolapsed they 
wid be replaced immediately. Ligation of piles might be 
woe or low, but high ligation was apt to cause stricture.

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An Impression of the Eastbourne Meeting

AN IMPRESSION OF THE EASTBOURNE 
MEETING 


A correspondent, who prefers to be known by the 
pseudonym ‘‘ One of the rank and file,’’ sends his 
impressions of the Annual Meeting, and from these we 
print the following extracts: 


Every British Medical Association meeting leaves 
impressions, medical or otherwise, which linger long after 
the details have been forgotten. In the last few years 
one remembers Bath for the papers by Barnard and Gye, 
and ‘‘ The Bath Ghosts,’’ performed by the Citizen House 
Players in the Pump Room ; Nottingham and ‘‘ Boots ”’ 
go together, coupled with the view from the Castle at 
night ; Edinburgh brings to mind Princes Street in the 
glow of a summer afternoon, and the glamour of Lister ; 
Cardiff showed what a city, given courage and foresight, 
can do with its public buildings ; while Manchester recalls 
the speech of the President in the Free Trade Hall (with 
its memories of Disraeli), the treasures of the Rylands’ 
Library, and the presence of the Mayos. This year’s 
meeting at Eastbourne will leave its memories too, and 
our kind hosts may rest assured that they will be of the 
pleasantest nature. First and foremost, the sun shone 
the whole of Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday. This 
solar display was much discussed, and the consensus of 
opinion was that the President ‘‘ had something to do 
with it.’’ Physicians, surgeons, obstetricians, and the 
like pursue their ‘‘ lawful occasions ’’ independent of the 
weather, but one somehow feels that the M.O.H. requires 
sunshine to bring his work to its full fruition. Thus, in 
one more vital point, Eastbourne was justified in her 
choice of chief executive officer. The town itself is a joy, 
with its wide and well-kept streets, often tree-planted, 
and always well marked, its clean and suitable archi- 
tecture, and its general air of efficiency and well-being. 
To those accustomed to living in towns which have 
““merely grown,’’ Eastbourne is a lesson in what town 
planning can do. The population seemed to consist 
mainly of members of the B.M.A., school children, and 
visitors. Among the first-named, a good start has been 
made in giving oversea members a distinctive badge, and 
surely this can be extended still further ; county badges 
or the like would often lead to a quicker fraternization. 
It is hard to imagine a more suitable educational centre, 
and Eastbourne College, where most of the Sectional 
meetings were held, seemed admirable in every way. The 
seats, however, seemed harder than they used to be in 
one’s own school days. 


Work of the Sections 

The Sections provided an excellent bill of fare, and, if 
attendances were at times on the small side, local secre- 
taries must remember the multiplicity of the attractions 
they set before us. There is nothing like a B.M.A. 
meeting to make one regret the impossibility of being in 
more than one place at any one time. When talking over 
the work done two impressions were received. In the first 
place, increasing attention was paid to sexual matters, es 
they touch us as medical men. The teaching of sexual 
hygiene, sexual ignorance, starvation, or perversion as 
causes of ill-health, and the fact that correction of these 
irregularities plays a part in treatment, were some of the 
aspects touched upon. This is to be welcomed, and shows 
an awakening to the importance of a subject which is 
becoming increasingly evident, owing to the stress and 
strain of modern life. One gathered, also, both in class- 
room and in conversation, that some members felt the 
subjects chosen were handled in such a way as rather to 
ignore the needs of the general practitioner. The writer, 
as one who has had a fair experience of that most arduous 
of all callings, general practice, cannot agree with this 
view. Even if the technique of the big city hospitals 
cannot be applied in its entirety in the highlands of 
Scotland or the wilds of Wales, the underlying principles 
are the same, and it is on an understanding of these 
principles that successful therapy is based. Sometimes 
principles are forgotten, even in the cities; for one 
Scottish member found, somewhat to his astonishment, 


that his method of giving Blaud’s pills, learned in: 
eighties, had been re-discovered in 1930. The great o 
of these Sectional meetings is that all points of view o 
be, and are, expressed. In the Scction of Medicine 
heard three surgeons, as many physicians, and g cou 
of radiological experts all plead their case before : 
made up for the main part of those shrewd observers thy 
general practitioners. A symposium of this nature te. 
of necessity be more informative and get nearer to the 
truth than any one-sided discussion. But the general 
practitioner has an active as well as a passive part to play 
in these discussions. He often sees the beginnings of 
disease in a way no consultant can, Constitutional 
diathesis is becoming of increasing interest in etiology 
and who knows this aspect of his patients better than the. 
general practitioner? Many of the keenest brains in oy 
profession pass direct into the ranks of consultants. - 
Would it benefit humanity as a whole and the profession in? 
particular if five to ten years’ general practice wer 
insisted on first? In some branches it might not be q 
disadvantage. In general work one learns to treat the 
patient, rather than the disease, in a way that does not. 
seem possible elsewhere. 

So much for the ninety-ninth Annual Meeting and the 
thoughts that arise out of it. ‘‘ Thank you very much, 


Eastbourne ; you did us very well, in every way, and we 


are not ungrateful.’’

MEDICINAL PRopucts 


About thirty of the stands at Devonshire Park were | 
devoted to the display of medicinal products, many of 
them well-tested remedies, to mention the name of which 
is sufficient description. These preparations seem to lend | 
themselves better every year to effective exhibition, and ~ 
most of the stands showed that British manufacturers 
appreciate that the modern medicine chest must have 
a standard of appearance as well as of quality. At the 
stand of Burroughs Wellcome and Company (Snow Hi | 
Buildings, E.C.), for example, the eye was caught by 
a suspended inverted pyramid, brilliantly illuminated, and 
bearing on its four sides particulars of the modern treat- 
ment of rickets, asthma, cardiac conditions, and emer- - 
gencies arising in obstetric practice, while the appropriate 
products of the firm were indicated for use in each case. 
The preparations shown at this stand numbered 150. 
Some of them were selected because of their recent intro- 
duction, others because events and discussions have lately 
brought them again into prominence. One product ex- 
hibited for the first time was tabloid carotene, intended ~ 
for use by those interested in the clinical possibilities — 
of vitamin A as a growth-promoting and anti-infective 
agent.

Quinine salts, various bismuth products, anaesthetics such * 
as stovaine, and general antiseptics were also noticed at 
this very distinctive stand. A special feature was made 
of acetylcholine, for the treatment of conditions asso- 
ciated with arterial hypertension. This was supplied in 
boxes of six ampoules ready for use. ; 

A good all-round dispensing exhibit was that of - 
Reynolds and Branson, Limited (Leeds). This included 
a number of elixirs, especially elixir ephedrine, emulsions, 
syrups, unguents, and vaccines. The firm, who are in- © 
strument makers as well as chemists, drew attention to 
two other items, one an inhaler for open ether administra- 
tion, and the other a suction apparatus. 

The results of some recent work in German pharmacy 
appeared at the stand of W. Bredt, Limited (38, Great 
Tower Street, E.C.). This firm is agent for the Thilo 
chemical works at Mainz, where a special ethyl chloride, 
containing 0.5 per cent. of the finest eau-de-Cologne, is 
produced, together with a means of administering the 
anaesthetic by a nozzle which causes the substance to 
leave the tube in a quick succession of fine drops instead 
of in a jet. Other preparations shown at this stand 
were quadronal, an analgesic, and quadro-nox, a hypnotic, 
combining veronal with quadronal, both from Brackwede, 
Westphalia. 

Amid the relatively new preparations it was refreshing 
to come upon an old-fashioned druggist’s ‘‘ window ”’ 
with preparations for at least one of which fifty years’ 
reputation was claimed, while another, a physiologically 
standardized extract of ergot, has been successfully used 
for a quarter of a century. This was the stand of C. J. 
Hewlett and Son, Limited (35-42, Charlotte Street, E.C.), 
who, however, also showed how well abreast they were 
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of modern ideas in therapeutics with their compressed 
tablets of pluriglandular extracts and other up-to-date 
preparations. A corner of this stand was employed for 
an assoriment of bags for the use of the doctor on the 
rounds of general and midwifery practice. 

Kaylene has often been mentioned in previous notices, 
and it is not necessary to say more than that Kaylene, 
Limited (Cricklewood), were again in evidence with their 
preparation of colloidal silicate of alumina for the treat- 
ment of gastro-intestinal infections. An emulsified pre- 
paration and other varieties of kaylene were exhibited. 

The kodascope was brought into requisition at. the 
stand of British Colloids, Limited (Park Royal), to demon- 
strate the ever-interesting colloidal phenomena. The range 
of collosol preparations shown by this firm has recenily 
been extended by the introduction of a combination of 
colloidal iron and copper with malt extract, and irradiated 
ergosterol and collosol calcium with vitamin D for oral 
administration only. A neat contrivance at this stand 
was a spray adaptor, intended in this case for tannic 
acid, for the emergency treatment of burns ; also a trans- 
fusion ampoule for quick and aseptic administration of 
gum, glucose, or saline solutions. 

Bristol-Myers Company (112, Cheapside, E.C.) confined 
its exhibit to three preparations which have all been 
previously noticed—namely, sal hepatica, an effervescent 
saline for restoration of intestinal regularity ; ziratol, an 
antiseptic for surgical, dermatological, and dental use ; 
and ipana, a special tooth paste. 

The fine chemicals and packed specialties at the stand 
of Boots Pure Drug Company (Nottingham) made a very 
distinctive display. The special products shown numbered 
between thirty and forty, but space permits the mention 
of only a few. Acriflavine was presented in the form 
of a crystalline powder, sterile soiution, emulsion, and 
tablets. Another preparation was amyl-meta-cresol, a 
new antiseptic invented in the firm’s laboratories, a homo- 
logue of thymol, but with a Rideal-Walker coefficient 
said to be ten times that of thymol. This new antiseptic 
is at present issued in the form of capsules. The anti- 
pneumococcus serum, refined and concentrated, as pre- 
pared by Felton, was shown ; also gonococcus vaccines 
prepared in the venereal department of St. Thomas’s Hos- 
pital and filled into viules at the firm’s laboratory. 
Another interesting product was a combination of olive oil 
and irradiated ergosterol, the latter being added in such 
quantity as to give the result a vitamin D equivalent to 
cod-liver oil. 

The Inhaling Drug and Apparatus Company, Limited 
(Windsor House, Victoria Street, S.W.), showed the drug 
nebulizing and inhaling apparatus noticed in previous 
years. The claim made for this device is that it is 
the only inhaler producing a vapour sufficiently fine to 
reach in effective density the finer bronchi and alveoli. 

The range of pharmaceutical products from the Hoffman- 
la-Roche Chemical Works, Limited (51, Bowes Road, N.), 
bearing the names of allonal, sedobrol, omnopon, and 
digalen, have been described at previous exhibitions. A 
new local anaesthetic called larocain, offered as a synthetic 
cocaine substitute, was included. This firm again showed 
how its products may be administered. An ampoule 
syringe of ingenious pattern, consisting of a collapsible 
tube filled with a hypodermic solution, sterile and_her- 
metically sealed, and fitted with a needle, is so arranged 
that the solution can be injected by merely squeezing the 
collapsible tube. 

A range of high-grade medicinal preparations was again 
shown by Schering Limited (3, Lloyds Avenue, E.C.), the 
first place being given to neotropin, a new urinary anti- 
septic and general internal disinfectant for oral administra- 
tion, which is said to be the result of many years of 
bacteriological and chemical research on the azo dyestuffs 
of the pyridin series. Another new exhibit was uro- 
selectan, a contrast agent for x-ray diagnosis of patho- 
logical conditions in the kidneys and urinary tract by 
means of intravenous injection. The older products, like 
medinal, veramon, and atophan, reappeared, the first a 
hypnotic, the second an analgesic, and the third a _pre- 
paration used in the treatment of gouty and rheumatic 
infections.

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Foops, DRINKS, AND SPAS 
The pleasanter aisles of foods and drinks need not detain 
Dat the reviewer. What need is there to say anything about 
enti Vitol, now used, so the stand of Virol, Limited (Ealing, 
mat W), proclaimed, in three thousand hospitals and clinics? 
Similarly, the concentrated food products of Oxo, Limited 
Queen Street Place, E.C.), bore wrappings which carried 


. 


their own commendation. At the stand of Nestlé and 
Anglo-Swiss Condensed Milk Company (6 and 8, East- 
cheap, E.C.) a point was made of lactogen, a full-cream 


_milk, modified by the addition of cream and lactose so 


as to approximate to mother’s milk, and offering a 
balanced diet in infant feeding. Cow and Gate, Limited 
(Guildford), had, in addition to their standard preparation, 
a number of auxiliary foods, specially prepared for in- 
valids. The chief of these was peptalac, a predigested 
full-cream milk and white flour in powder form, so as 
to make a food which, while highly concentrated, exercised 
little demand on the digestive powers. It had the advan- 
tage of being made in a few seconds by the addition of 
hot water to a powder. 

The berina foods for infants, and in a malted form for 
invalids, were shown again by Montgomerie and Company, 
Limited (Glasgow). Comment has been made on previous 
occasions on their nourishing properties. Bemax Sales, 
Limited (Hammersmith), offered a tonic bearing that ~ 
name as one containing vitamin B in high concentration, 
and also as a palatable food which could be taken 
sprinkled on cereals or fruit, or in milk or soup. More 
than a generation has grown up. on Allenburys food for 
infants (Allen and Hanburys, Limited, Bethnal Green) ; 
here they were with some additions, including bynotone, 
a vitamin food in the form of pleasantly flavoured 
granules, also Allenburys’ diabetic flour. Among the 
special dietary foods shown by Energen Foods Company, 
Limited (Willesden), were their starch-reduced bread, 
rusks, and biscuits, and various products standardized 
to meet the demands of special dietaries. The glaxo baby 
appeared again at the stand of Glaxo Laboratories (56, 
Osnaburgh Street, N.W.), together with various prepara- 
tions of their staple product, and also with some special 
vitamin D products—namely, the ostelin series, in liquid 
and tablet form. 

Two stands in the exhibition sought to dispel the notion 
that one has to go to the Continent to get a cup of real 
coffee. The Bantam Products, Limited (Leeds), offered 
to visitors samples of an Empire coffee, made from Empire- 
grown beans, with no grounds, and packed in air-tight tins 
in concentrated powder form. At the other stand, while 
looking at an illuminated diagram illustrating the dire 
action of caffeine on the system, one sampled another 
pleasant cup, made by the H.A.G. Company, Limited 
(40, Theobald’s Road, W.C.), a coffee which is caffeine- 
free, preserves the native flavour and aroma, and has 
nothing about it of what Calverley called ‘‘ the noxious 
berry.” 

The cider of W. Gaymer and Son, Limited (Attle- 
borough), who claim to be the only cider makers to 
specialize in dry ciders as recommended by the medical 
profession, had their usual place of refreshment. Stower’s 
lime juice cordial, now seventy years old (Riddle and 
Company, Limited, Bancroft Road, E.), was also again 
in evidence. This beverage is prepared from the finest 
West India lime juice and refined sugar, and there was © 
a special ‘‘ home-made ’’ lemon squash, with the cloudy 
appearance insisted upon in the home-made article. 
Fassett and Johnson, Limited (86, Clerkenwell Road, 
E.C.), in addition to some exhibits which ought to come 
under previous headings, such as their ready-aid dressing 
and Angier’s emulsion, brought out a special orange juice, . 
redolent of the groves of Valencia, being the uncon- 
centrated juice with pure cane sugar. Here also were 
juices of grape fruit and lemon. The natural mineral 
waters of thirty Continental spas were displayed with 
effect at the stand of Ingram and Royle, Limited (45, 
Belvedere Road, S.E.), and while some of these suggested 
the cold snows of Mont Blanc, the combined stand of 
Francesco Cinzano and of Maison Ackermann and 
Laurance, with their Italian vermouth and their wines 
of Saumur, brought visions of warm vineyards of Piedmont 
and the banks of the Loire. 

Finally, to rebuke us all, there was the stand of the 
Food Education Society, with the honorary secretary, 
Mr. C. E. Hecht, in attendance, to give advice on how 
tea should be made and how much of it should be drunk, 
what should be the dietary for the growing boy, on what 
kind of sustenance brain workers can do their best work, 
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how vegetables can be used and abused, the truth about 
fat, and about bread, and about water, and generally 
to hand down from the mount the ten commandments 
of food and drink. 

Unfortunately such advice comes often too late, but to 
those who had committed dietetic indiscretions Buxton 
and Harrogate proclaimed the virtues of their respective 
waters ; Buxton highly radio-active and saturated with 
nitrogen, and the diversified springs of Harrogate with 
their sulphur and iron, and both with their very enter- 
prising bathing establishments. 


Books 

On half a dozen book stands there were to be seen 
many of the works which have been reviewed in the pages 
of the Journal during the past two vears. The stand of 
Constable and Company, Limited (10-12, Orange Street, 
W.C.), bore the latest editions of their modern medical 
monographs series, and announced a series of modern 
surgical monographs in preparation. Balliére, Tindall and 
Cox (7-8, Henrietta Street, W.C.), showed not only their 
own works, but those of more than a dozen other pub- 
lishers, and special attention was drawn to some new 
volumes in the students’ aids series. The Oxford Univer- 
sity Press (Warwick Square, E.C.), announced a number 
of standard works. J. and A. Churchill (Gloucester Place, 
Portman Square, W.) drew attention again to the Medical 
Directory, which reaches its eighty-eighth year with the 
next issue. H. K. Lewis and Company, Limited (15 
and 140, Gower Street, W.C.), exhibited a wide variety 
of standard books, and in their medical stationery depart- 
ment showed card index systems as applied to the record 
keeping and accountancy of the practitioner. The Lancet 
had a stand showing its current number and _ special 
publications ; the Practitioner displayed its July special 
number, devoted to the subject of fractures and accidents. 


INSURANCE 

The Medical Sickness, Annuity, and Life Assurance 
Society, Limited (300, High Holborn, W.C.), had a stand 
at which the benefits of its sickness and accident insur- 
ance and life assurance were explained to visitors. This 
society was founded nearly fifty years ago for the purpose 
of enabling doctors and dentists to obtain policies on 
better terms than those offered to them by proprietary 
companies. 

Representatives of the Medical Insurance Agency 
(B.M.A. House, : Tavistock Square, W.C.) were also in 
attendance at another stand to help and advise members 
of the profession on all matters relating to insurances, 
whatever the class of policy. An expert was present to 
give any information required in connexion with the 
purchase and upkeep of motor cars, and a representative 
of one of the great banking institutions to give advice on 
problems in regard to stocks and shares, wills, trusts, 
settlements, loans, and the like, in which the busy practi- 
tioner often finds himself at a loss. : 


National Insurance 


LONDON PANEL COMMITTEE 
A meeting of the London Panel Committee was held at the 
House of the British Medical Association on July 21st, Dr. 
H. J. Carpace presiding. 

Dr. GREGG, representative of the committee on the Insur- 
ance Acts Committee, reported on the discussion at the last 
meeting of that body on the recent memorandum issued by 
the Ministry of Health with regard to certification. The 
Insurance Acts Committee, he said, considered that the issue 
of that memorandum in the circumstances was a distinct 
departure from the understanding that had prevailed with 
regard to the committee’s relationship to the Ministry. There 
had been certainly a working arrangement—not a definite 
asreement—that all matters affecting practitioners should be 
ciscussed. with the Insurance Acts Committee before any 
definite pronouncement was made. The memorandum had 
been sent directly through insurance committees to practi- 
tioners without any previous consultation with representatives

of the Insurance Acts Committee or the committee asa i 
The committee had appointed certain of its members in 
its chairman (Dr. Dain), to consider the memorandum ¢, : 
merits with a view to issuing a statement regarding the aa fe: 
from its own standpoint. The Panel Committee, also thon 


“reappointed chairman, with an expression of the committee's 


its executive, would have the matter under consideration 

The committee agreed to appoint the members a 
Pharmacy Subcommittee, together with its medica] secretayj 
as a roster of members to accompany regional medica] off 
in the preliminary investigation of practitioners’ prescribj 
It was reported that only 8 per cent. of the practitioners wie 
prescribing was investigated had chosen to avail themaghal 
of the committee’s offer to send a representative to be presi 
at such inquiries. 

The same subcommittee also reported that several practi. 
tioners had appealed against decisions of the Insurance Com. 
mittee to the effect that certain substances or appliances 
ordered by them did not form part of medical benefit, These 
practitioners had been informed, however, that it was Not in 
the power of the committee to decide the appeals in their 
favour, as the substances and appliances. which they had 
ordered were not at present allowed under existing Tegulations, 
and as a result the appeals had been withdrawn. The fist 
item on the list of appeals related to Benedict's solution, and 
with regard to this the Panel Committee passed the following 
resolution : 


That the committee do approach the Insurance Acts Con 
mittee with a view to representations being’ made to “the 
Ministry. of Health in favour of the inclusion of Benedict’; 
solution. in the list of drugs contained in the Appendix to 
Part LU of the Distribution Scheme. 


The committee had before it the cases of three practitioner, 
of two of whom it was said that their prescriptions bor 
illegible signatures, and of the third, that his prescriptions 
were somewhat ambiguous and the names of ingredients ofter 
illegible. In one case the practitioner agreed to use a rubber 
name stamp in future ; the same Course was suggested ig 
the case of the other practitioner whose signature caused 
difficulty, and a request was made in the third case for aa 
improvement in the writing of prescriptions. 


COVENTRY PANEL AND LOCAL MEDICAL fa 
COMMITTEE 

The annual meeting of the Coventry Panel Committee was 

held on July 29th, when Dr. Arthur Hawley was unanimously 


thanks for past services. Dr. N. J. L. Rollason was appointed 
vice-chairman and representative to the Panel Conference, 

The meeting gave lengthy consideration to the circular of 
the Ministry of Health conveying the intelligence that the 
whole of England and- Wales had been grouped ‘for the work 
of investigating cases of alleged lax certification. The com- 
mittee resolved that it would only accept grouping under 
coercion, and directed that representations be made to the 
Insurance Acts Committee.” It was decided to’ approach-all 
Panel Committees in England and Wales with a request that 
they pass a similar resolution, and the Midland Conjoiat 
Group of Panel Committees was requested to hold an early 
meeting to consider a line of policy. The committee further 
protested against the time chosen for the issue of ‘notice of 
proposals having such vital importance to the status of Pand 
Committees, the time limit for modifications falling in the 
third week of the holiday month of August. The following 
is the resolution circulated : 


That this committee strongly objects to the proposal of the 
Ministry of Health to group all the Panel Committees of England 
and Wales for the purposes of investigating alleged lack d 
care in the issue of medical certificates, believing that, hal 


Panel Committees been aware that this general grouping WS 
contemplated, they would have strongly opposed the enabling 
portion of the draft Medical Benefit Amendment Regulations 
1930 ; and it expresses the view that such proposed grouping 
of counties and boroughs, which was not found necessary ft 
the investigation of alleged excessive prescribing, is inimical 
to the interests of insurance practitioners and to the principe 
whereunder Panel Committees are le. :lly recognized as the 
advisory and representative bodies corresponding to the local 
insurance and governing authcrities. 
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This committee is further of opinion that the principle of 
enforced amalgamation, once put into practice, will undermine 
~ the stability and authority of the Panel and Local Medical 

mittees ; and it calls upon the Insurance Acts Committee 
of the British Medical Association to take emergency measures 
to oppose grouping in all but exceptionally situated areas.
